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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1, lines 13-21, as well as the similar parts of claims 8 and 9 are still too confusing due to vague language. 
The vague connections of the terms of power, quality, and linear velocity make the claims difficult to interpret and difficult to determine if 
subject matter is allowable.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Ogawa does not disclose 
the "referene power which gives desired target quality" because when comparing Figs. 5 and 6, high Beta in Fig. 6 is smaller than the 
desired target quality (i.e. top peak value in Fig. 5). However, the disclosure of Ogawa does not make mention of the high Beta of Fig. 6 
being smaller than the high Beta (desired quality) in Fig. 5, but rather says that if the servo gain is lowered during CLV recording, the 
response speed of the laser power to the optimum target value is lowered (col. 8, lines 58-64). Thus, it can be concluded that the laser 
power still reaches the optimum target value, and thus the peak Beta value in Fig. 6 corresponding to the optimum target value (the same 
Beta value as in Fig. 5) is reached and is equal to the peak Beta value of Fig. 5. 
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
